I recently gained custody of another Mohawk to pair up with 


my Marauder, and although it was in pretty nice shape, the cabinet had 
started to pit, and craze heavily, as the dark green Heath paint 
frequently does. I generally think even a weathered original paint 

is better than my attempts to repaint things, so I proceeded with the 
following: 


rub with 0000 steel wool (REMOVE CHASSIS AND KEEP IT 
ABOUT 4 MILES FROM 
THE NEAREST 
STEEL WOOL PAD!) 


Wetsand gently with 600 grit paper with a sanding block 
Wetsand with 1500 grit paper with sanding block 

Rub "vigorously" with white automobile rubbing compound. 

Wax, working wax in well with clean cloth, using Turtle Wax. 


This left a VERY nice looking cabinet. Although the dark Heath 
green is susceptable to heavily crazing, fortunately it's on pretty thick, 
so it can hold up to this refinishing. Note that a Marauder box seems 
to be copper plated under the green, and is not a candidate for this 
finishing process. 


Although you can still see the crazing in spots, the cabinet I 
just finished looks MUCH better, and I'll be proud to put it in my radio 
room. . . if I can only find some space.... 


YMMV...be careful!

Hi Frank, 


Most owners of KWM-2s have lamented the 1.5kHz CW offset, and like you 
wondered whether a modification is possible. 


Unfortunately, because of the way in which CW is generated, no simple 
modification of the KWM-2 is possible. The KWM-2 produces a CW carrier by 
injecting the audio sidetone oscillator voltage into the SSB generation 
circuit. Thus the CW note is really just an audio tone broadcast as an SSB 
Signal, and the frequency of the audio tone is 1.5KHz, or thereabouts. 


Now of course one could easily change the frequency of the sidetone 
oscillator to, e.g. 6Q0Hz, and while doing so would ostensibly £1ix the 
problem, the "fix" would have undesirable side effects. The reason is that 
the KWM-2 has a 2.1kHZ mechanical filter, and this filter would pass the 
first few harmonics of the 600Hz tone. Even if the second harmonic were 
down by 40 dB from the fundamental, this would still produce an undesirable 
Spurious signal on the transmitted carrier. The 1500 Hz tone was chosen so 
that the second harmonic (3000Hz) would fall outside the mechanical filter 
passband and would thus not be transmitted. 


The only way to make an acceptable fix would be to completely redesign the 
CW circuitry, e.g., by unbalancing the balanced modulator and shifting the 
PTO frequency. Doing so proabably isn't worth the effort. 


My advice, therefore, is to live with the problem. Be glad you don't have a 
KWM1. It uses a 3.1 KHZ mechanical filter, and therefore has a 2000Hz 
sidetone.
